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RESPONSE TO ELECTION/RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

In response to the Election/Restriction Requirement dated July 1, 2003, the Applicants 
elect group I, namely, claims 1-51, drawn to electrochemical device, classified in class 429, 
subclass 12, with traverse. 

It is noted that claim 52 was not assigned to any group. 

It is believed that at least claims 52 and 108 should be examined together with Group I. 
Although the claims do not recite identical subject matter, and the Applicants do not take the 
position that claim 108 or claim 52 and any claims of Group I are not patentably distinct from 
each other, the Applicants believe that the similarities between claims 52 and 108 and the claims 
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of Group I are such that no undue burden would exist on the Examiner in searching and 



examining, together, claims 1-51 and 108. 

Applicants have also been asked to elect a specific solid-state electrolytic material in 
claim 13, a specific solid-state cathode material in claims 17, 19, or 22, a specific anode material 
in claim 28, and a specific fuel in claim 35. Applicants elect (Zr02)(Y203)o.o8 for a solid-state 
electrolyte, Lao.84Sro.i6Mn03 for a solid-state cathode material (see claim 20; i.e., A is Sr, and B 
and C are absent - both b and c are zero), tin for a specific anode material, and a carbonaceous 
material for a specific fuel. 

Applicants have also been asked to list all claims that read on this species. The foUov^ing 
claims appear to form a group commensurate with the species for search and examination 
purposes: 1-5, 8-16, 18-20, 23-42, 44-52, and 108. Claims other than those listed here may also 
be relevant to this species in certain cases.
